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AUSTRALIA LOOKS TO 
U.S. FLEET AS GUARD 


Visit of American Battleships Will 
yoyo Fears of Any Invasion by 
siatic Nation—A Huge Crowd 
Cheers Announcement.

tleship fleet to Australia has aroused 
the grehtest enthusiasm throughout the

The weleome which awaits the Am- 
erican war vessels here hae its origin 
in something deeper than mere friknd- 
ship. It is the result of the feeling 
that the United States now is the 
only bulwark between Australia and 
an Asiatic invasion. 

The government officials here long 
have seen the danger of an attack by 
its neighbores in Asia, and they re- 
alied that in such a erisis the mother 


country, England, would be too sai 
away to give successtul defense. 
This exact peril has often ‘been 


pointed out by the more radical of the 
Australian statesmen, they having as- 
sumed that the southern trend of Jap- 
anese authority has this as its ulti- 
inate aim. It even has been declared 
that the thousands of Japanese who 
are rushing into Australasia are not 
moved by commercial instinets alone, 
but, when the proper time comes,would 
rise against the present government 
in support of the land of their birth. 
“Future Lies With America.” 

That this fear has received at least 
some little offivial recognition is shown 
by the statement of the minister of 
defense, Thomas Ewing.’ He said:-— 

“We feel that our future in the Pa- 
cific is bound up with that of the Un- 
ited States and the proposed ‘visit of 
the An ‘an fleet will serve to allay 
many scares which have been in ex- 
istence in recent yenrs.”’ 

Much of the same feeling of friend- 
shin toward America is expressed in 
the invitation sent by Premier Dea- 
kin to the American people last De- 
cember to have the warships come to 
this quarter of the globe. The pre- 
mier said:— 

“No other federation in the world 
possesses so many teatures of likeness 
to that of the United States as does 
the Commonwealth of Australia, and 
[ doubt whether any two peoples could 
be found who are in nearer touch with 
each other and are likely to benefit 
more by anything that tends to knit 
their relations more closely.” 

Other Great Nations Feared. 

This distrustful attitude towards 
things Asiatic and this strong leaning 
towards things American has a corol- 
Jary in Australian jealousy of Kuro- 
pean colonization in the south Pacific. 
Whereas the Coinmonwealth has been 
complaisant aver Ameriea’s possession 
of Pago Pago, Samoa-~-whieh the fleet 
will visit—it has never -been overly 
pleased at Germany's possésion oof 
Apia; and the Commonwealth mani- 
fested so much feeling over territorial 
rights in the New Hebrides and trad- 
ing privileges in the Marshall islands 
that the imperial government has 
foreed to treat with France and Ger- 
many, respectively, regarding these 
disputes, 


In brief, the United States is the 
oniy ftoreign power with territory in 
the Paciiie for which Australia has a 


distinct liking. 

There are still other considerations 
than these. Aside from the cardinal 
ove that the Commonwealth's whole 
scheme ot government is patterned 
after that of the United States, there 
are strong commercial and other ties. 
Australian coal is shipped in large 
quantities to the Pacilie coast and 
Australian meats goes to the Philip- 
pines. Australia’s irrigation experts 
study the immense schemes for wat- 
ering and arid tracts in the American 
western states, and Australia stu- 
dents and educators go to America 
to learn American methods. 

Premier Deakin himself is an 
thusiast oyer the United States. 

Plans for Welcome Already Begun.
